Tue occasion of the Durgdpujd, observes the Grdmvdrid Prakdshikg 
The Durgépajé and the existence Of the 2nd October, which has always been 
distress. with the Hindus a time of extensive char 
pleasant family re-unions, and religious fervour, has this year produced 
nothing but bitterness and sorrow. And this for two reasons. First 
because this great national festival has altogether lost its religious characte, 
and assumed a secular character. More impiety is perpetrated during the 
three days of the pujd than during the rest of the year. And secondly 
because of the existence of perennial famines in the country. The people 
are impoverished, and being under the constant necessity of seeking 
means of subsistence, there is little leisure left for rejoicings. We would 
call upon those who boast that the people are prosperous and happy unde; 
British rule, to turn their eyes to the widespread distress that prevails a 
the present time. If the Sovereign of India or noble-minded Englishmen 
could be present in the country just now and witness the misery of the 
people, means would be at once used to prohibit the exportation of food. If 
the high authorities of India would but leave their retreats in the hills and 
visit the towns and villages on the plains during these holidays, they would 
at least stop food-grains from being exported for purposes of feeding cattle 


and preparing liquors.
